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It  is  safe  to  say  that  no  other  radio  station  in  the  western  world  has,  for  three 
years,  been  running  a  weekly  program  on  the  intellectual  and  spiritual  meeting  of  Asia 
and  the  West.  Yet  it  is  not  as  if  this  were  unique  because  merely  exotic.  For  the  cul- 
tural encounter  of  East  and  West  is  one  of  the  most  significant  events  in  human  history 

—  a  vast  undercurrent  so  deep  and  gradual  that  it  leaps  but  rarely  into  the  "news". 

Alan  Watts  who  conducts  the  KPFA  program  PHILOSOPHY,  EAST  AND  WEST, 
has  been  interested  in  this  movement  since  his  teens,  and  has  also  played  a  part  of  some 
importance  in  influencing  its  course.  At  the  age  of  41,  he  is  the  author  of  almost  a  dozen 
books  on  various  aspects  of  Asian  philosophy  and  culture  and  its  relation  to  the  West 

—  starting  in  1936  with  THE  SPIRIT  OF  ZEN.  This  book  is  still  popular  as  a  simple 
introduction  to  a  way  of  life  which  is  increasingly  fascinating  to  artists,  psychologists 
and  philosophers  in  both  Europe  and  the  United  States. 

Alan  Watts,  who  conducts  the  KPFA  program,  PHILOSOPHY,  EAST  AND  WEST, 
1950,  and  held  a  Bollingen  Foundation  research  fellowship  in  Oriental  philosophy  from 
1951  to  1953.  Since  1951  he  has  been  in  the  Bay  Area,  teaching  at  the  American  Academy 
of  Asian  Studies,  of  which  he  became  Dean  in  1953,  and  which  is  now  a  graduate  school 
of  the  College  of  the  Pacific.  It  is  odd  to  find  a  man  who  speaks  so  much  of  not  hurry- 
ing and  not  interfering  with  a  life  involved  in  so  many  things.  For  besides  administering 
the  business  of  the  Academy  and  teaching  many  of  its  courses,  he  finds  time  to  give 
frequent  lectures  up  and  down  the  West  Coast,  to  conduct  research  in  the  literature  of 
Chinese  Buddhism,  to  raise  a  family  of  five  in  the  midst  of  a  spacious  garden  in  Mill 
Valley  —  and  to  write.  At  the  present  time  he  is  hard  at  work  on  a  contract  with  his 
New  York  publishers  —  a  comprehensive  history  and  description  of  Zen  Buddhism  for 
layman  and  student  alike. 

To  explain  his  fascination  for  this  subject  he  says,  "It's  the  only  philosophy  —  if 
you  can  call  it  that  —  which  doesn't  make  one  feel  split  in  two  pieces  —  in  which  I 
can  live  and  die,  eat  and  sleep  without  having  to  think  about  something  else  in  order 
to  be  spiritual." 

Dean  Watts'  program,  Philosophy,  East  and  West  is  regularly  broadcast  on  KPFA, 
Sunday  evenings  at  8:00  P.M.,  and  rebroadcast  Saturday  mornings  at  9:45.

NOTES  FOR  FOLIO 

GOOD  MUSIC  weekdays  from  9  A.M.  thru  the  First  Conceit  which  ends  between  4  and  4:30 
P.M.  is  KPFA's  answer  to  the  present  dearth  of  serious  music  on  Bay  Area  radio.  The  714- 
hour  block  of  good  music  programming  was  inaugurated  for  an  experimental  2-week  period 
on  July  2,  and  could  continue  indefinitely  if  increased  subscriptions  make  it  possible.  As  of 
late  June  our  total  subscribers  numbered  4,114,  a  drop  of  105  subscriptions  since  early  March. 
As  noted  here  before,  this  drop  results  every  year  about  this  time  because  of  a  large  number 
of  subscription  expirations.  There  are  several  specific  and  direct  actions  which  subscribers  can 
take  now  to  encourage  the  continuation  of  the  daytime  concert  and  to  give  positive  support 
to  the  station:
